STATEMENT  BY  SUPERVISOR  DON  HORANZY 

RELATIVE  TO  SALARY  STANDARDIZATION 

ORDINANCE  FOR  MISCELLANEOUS  EMPLOYEES 

The  Salary  Standardization  recommendations  for  miscellaneous 
employees  for  fiscal  year  1980-81  have  been  prepared  under  the 
procedures  mandated  by  Charter  Section  8.407.  The  Civil  Service 
Conmiission  has  certified  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  the  prevail- 
ing basic  pay  rates  for  miscellaneous  employee  classifications, 
utilizing  the  formulae  and  procedures  required  by  those  Charter 
provisions. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  mandated  by  the  Charter  to  fix 
basic  rates  of  pay  as  close  as  reasonably  possible  to  the  prevailing 
rates  certified  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  and  shall  not  set 
the  maximum  rate  for  any  class  in  excess  of  the  maximum  prevail- 
ing rate  for  that  class.  Also,  no  employee  shall  have  his  basic  pay 
rate  reduced  by  the  process.  The  proposed  Salary  Standardization 
Ordinance  which  is  before  the  Board  conforms  to  those  require- 
ments. 

In  considering  these  Salary  Standardization  certifications  over 
the  past  several  weeks,  your  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee 
has  had  the  advantage  of  participation  by  various  members  of  the 
Board.  A  central  factor  in  that  process  has  been  a  full  recognition 
of  the  severe  financial  circumstances  which  continue  to  confront 
both  the  taxpayers  and  the  employees  of  the  City  and  County. 

All  data  regularly  submitted  has  been  evaluated  with  extreme 
care,  has  been  referred  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  for  review 
and  analysis,  and  has  been  returned  to  the  Board  with  such  revi- 
sions and  certifications  as  the  Commission  deemed  warranted. 
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All  interested  parties  were  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard 
fully  and  publicly.  Civil  Service  Commission  certifications  and 
determinations  as  originally  submitted  and  as  reivsed,  have  been 
reviewed  comprehensively  and  intensively  by  the  Committee  dur- 
ing long  hours  of  careful  consideration. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  salary  increases  in  the  proposed 
ordinance  certified  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  is  $36,351,- 
000.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  working  conditions  and  benefits 
recommended  by  that  Commission  together  with  those  proposed 
as  a  result  of  meet-and-confer  sessions  with  employee  organiza- 
tions will  be  an  additional  $24,000  for  an  approximate  total  of 
$36,375,000.  The  portion  to  be  borne  by  the  general  fund  is 
estimated  at  $26,220,000.  The  foregoing  estimated  costs  have  been 
provided  by  the  Controller. 

Documentation: 

Each  member  of  the  Board  has  received  a  copy  of: 

(1)  The  Civil  Service  Commission's  report  of  the  Salary  and 
Wage  Survey  dated  January  7,  1980,  and  the  proposed 
schedules  of  compensation  as  certified  by  the  Commission 
for  classifications  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Charter  Sec- 
tions 8.400,  8.401,  and  8.407,  together  with  the  Commis- 
sion's letter  of  transmittal  dated  January  23,  1980. 

(2)  The  Commission's  lette-;  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  under 
date  of  March  20,  1980,  transmitting  the  Commission's 
certification  of  updated  salary  information  for  classifica- 
tions subject  to  the  provisions  of  Charter  Sections  8.400, 
8.401,  and  8.407,  was  received  by  the  Committee  prior  to  its 
last  meeting,  and  was  received  today  by  the  other  members 
of  the  Board. 

The  foregoing  constitute  the  Civil  Service  Commission  certifica- 
tions and  recommendations.  Also  received  by  each  Board  member 
was  a  copy  of  the  proposed  Administrative  Provisions,  together 
with  proposed  amendments  to  those  Provisions. 

Administrative  Provisions— Working  Condition  Benefits: 

The  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  studied  carefully  the 
Civil  Service  Commission's  determinations  and  certifications  as  to 
Administrative  Provisions,  as  well  as  others  which  were  submitted 
by  department  heads  or  by  employees.  It  gave  close  attention  to 
both  verbal  and  written  representations  by  interested  individuals 
and  organization  representatives,  and  referred  those  provisions  to 
the  Employee  Relations  Division  for  the  meet-and-confer  process. 

Pursuant  to  Charter  Section  8.407  and  opinions  of  the  City 
Attorney  the  Board  of  Supervisors  through  its  designated  repre- 
sentative is  required  to  meet  and  confer  with  employees  and  em- 
ployee organizations  on  matters  within  the  Board's  jurisdiction. 
The  issues  within  the  Board's  jurisdiction  have  been  basically 
defined  as  only   those  administrative  provisions  of  the   Salary 
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Standardization  Ordinance,  including  hazard  pay  when  certified 
by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  as  prevailing  for  the  employees 
in  the  areas  surveyed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

The  full  Board,  in  February  1980  agreed  to  authorize  the  Chief 
Labor  Negotiator  to  meet  with  recognized  employee  organizations 
within  the  parameters  set  by  this  Board.  The  matters  discussed 
below  and  presented  to  the  full  Board  today  are  the  result  of 
utilizing  this  procedure. 

In  the  past  three  months  the  Employee  Relations  Division  met 
and  conferred  with  twenty  recognized  employee  organizations.  By 
the  mandated  Charter  deadline  of  March  15,  agreements  had  been 
attained  with  14  organizations. 

Pursuant  to  Charter  Section  9.108  the  last  demands  of  the  em- 
ployee organizations  with  which  the  Board  did  not  reach  agree- 
ment may  be  placed  by  the  employee  organizations  on  the  ballot 
at  the  next  general  election  for  voter  approval  or  rejection. 

The  issues  agreed  to  between  the  Board  of  Supervisors  through 
the  Employee  Relations  Division  and  the  various  employee  orga- 
nizations fall  into  two  categories:  (1)  those  agreed  upon  issues 
which  should  be  included  in  the  Administrative  Provisions  of  the 
Salary  Standardization  Ordinance;  and  (2)  those  agreed  upon 
items  which  need  only  be  included  in  a  memorandmn  of  under- 
standing to  be  effective  and  enforceable. 

In  view  of  the  serious  fiscal  and  budgetary  problems  confronting 
the  City  and  County,  the  Employee  Relations  Division  was  in- 
structed to  make  every  possible  effort  to  keep  new  money  expendi- 
tures at  an  absolute  minimimi  during  negotiations.  Agreements 
were  achieved  primarily  on  the  basis  of  an  understanding  to  con- 
tinue previously  negotiated  and  existing  provisions.  In  certain 
instances,  a  cost  benefit  which  is  presently  in  existence  and  being 
paid  to  employees  was  extended  to  employees  working  under 
similar  conditions.  This  involved  principally  the  extension  of  the 
benefit  of  providing  protective  clothing  and  sewage  premium  pay. 
The  added  cost  of  extending  these  two  benefits  is  approximately 
$24,000.  In  one  instance,  an  employee  organization  opted  to  trans- 
fer of  funds  from  cmrent  provisions  to  new  provisions  which  are 
of  higher  priority  to  the  organization. 

Revisions  to  the  administrative  provisions  of  the  Salary  Stan- 
ardization  Ordinance  and  amendments  to  contract  language  which 
involved  no  cost  were  also  agreed  upon.  Additionally,  the  Em- 
ployee Relations  Division  met  and  conferred  on  proposals  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion and  by  Appointing  Officers.  The  final  proposed  revisions  to 
working  conditions  and  the  agreed-upon  changes  were  particular- 
ized and  presented  to  the  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  on 
March  14,  1980  and  have  been  distributed  to  the  members  of  the 
Board  and  other  interested  parties. 

As  in  the  past  the  Employee  Relations  Division  will  make  all 
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concerned  parties  aware  of  the  agreements  and  working  condition 
changes  and  do  all  that  is  possible  to  insure  that  the  agreed  upon 
issues  are  implemented. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Board  approve  and  adopt 
the  Administrative  Provisions  as  submitted  today. 
Schedule  of  Compensations: 

The  schedule  of  compensation  which  is  now  before  this  Board 
has  been  certified  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  as  conforming 
to  the  provisions  of  Charter  Section  8.407  relative  to  prevailing 
rates,  and  reflecting  the  data  developed  from  the  Commission's 
initial  salary  survey  for  1980-81,  approved  January  23,  1980,  and 
from  an  updating  of  that  survey  approved  by  the  Commission  on 
March  20,  1980. 

It  is  not  feasible  to  set  forth  herein  the  details  of  those  sched- 
ules. I  shall,  however,  outline  significant  aspects  of  the  schedules 
which  the  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  believe  should  be 
noted  by  Board  members  and  the  public. 

Salary  increases  submitted  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
would  affect  approximately  16,800  employees,  and  are  estimated 
by  the  Controller  to  cost  approximately  $36,375,000;  with  the  cost 
to  the  City  and  County  general  fund  being  estimated  at  $26,- 
220,000.  This  figure  includes  basic  salaries,  internal  adjustments, 
and  costs  for  the  City's  contribution  to  retirement  and  social 
security  funds.  It  does  not  relate  to  costs  for  employees  of  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  or  the  Conmiunity  College  Dis- 
trict. The  weighted  average  salary  increase  is  10.5%. 

Conclusion: 

The  recommendations  submitted  today  constitute  the  Civil  Serv- 
ice Commission  certifications,  determinations,  and  recommenda- 
tions, take  into  account  the  Commission's  wage  survey  data,  the 
data  submitted  by  employee  and  taxpayer  representatives,  and  re- 
flect a  number  of  lengthy  and  complex  meet-and-confer  sessions 
with  many  employee  organizations.  The  recommendations  of  the 
Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  also  take  into  account  the 
current  serious  fiscal  and  budgetary  problems  which  confront  the 
City  and  County. 

Approval  of  these  recommendations  will  provide  salary  levels 
which  the  Civil  Service  Commission  has  certified  to  reflect  the 
prevailing  rates  being  paid  for  like  work  in  the  various  jurisdic- 
tions outlined  in  Charter  Section  8.407. 

It  should  be  noted  and  stressed  that  Charter  Section  8.407  pro- 
vides that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  determine  the 
generally  prevailing  rates  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  fix 
pay  rates  as  close  as  reasonably  possible  to  prevailing  rates 
determined  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

The  counsel  of  all  Board  members  was  freely  and  fully  ex- 
changed in  all  of  the  Salary  Standardization  sessions  and  related 
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executive  sessions  with  the  Chief  Negotiator.  In  light  of  all  the 
information  which  could  be  drawn  reasonably  from  the  informa- 
tion submitted,  the  Committee  members  are  convinced  that  the 
foregoing  recommendations  are  in  order. 

My  conmiittee  colleagues,  Vice  Chairman  Nancy  Walker  and 
Carol  Ruth  Silver,  join  me  in  officially  submitting  these  recom- 
mendations. We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  many  hours  of  extremely 
diligent  work  performed  by  the  Chief  Labor  Negotiator,  Mr. 
Milton  H.  Mares,  ably  assisted  by  Ms.  Jean  Pral,  Employee  Rela- 
tions staff,  Mr.  James  Lazarus  and  Ms.  Judy  Teichman,  Deputy 
City  Attorneys,  and  Ms.  Janet  Rogers,  assigned  from  Civil  Service 
staff,  as  well  as  the  invaluable  assistance  rendered  by  Mr.  John  C. 
Farrell,  Controller;  Mr.  John  J.  Walsh,  General  Manager,  Per- 
sonnel; and  Mr.  Harvey  Rose,  Budget  Analyst,  and  their  respec- 
tive staffs.

Supervisor  Ward  read  into  the  record  the  following  statement: 

My  fellow  colleagues  of  the  Board  and  San  Francisco  at  large: 

While  campaigning  for  the  office  of  Board  of  Supervisors,  I  took 
into  consideration  the  fact  that,  though  I  am  a  representative  of 
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District  7,  I  must  in  some  instances  be  representative  of  all  the 
people,  citizens  of  San  Francisco. 

Our  City  is  faced  with  a  multitude  of  problems— inflation,  un- 
employment, lack  of  housing,  lack  of  basic  means  of  support  for 
many  of  our  people.  We  are  also  faced  with  discrimination. 

The  most  controversial  issue  that  we  as  citizens  of  San  Fran- 
cisco are  faced  with  is  the  Wastewater  Program. 

This  program  was  the  "political  football"  of  the  last  election. 
During  my  campaign,  I  was  confronted  with  many  people  of  my 
district  as  to  the  alleged  inequities  in  this  program.  I  wish  to  state 
for  the  record  that  my  district  suffers  from  construction  noise  and 
other  physical  discomforts  because  of  this  activity. 

If  the  supervisors  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  City  continue  to 
support  the  ballot  issue  rescinding  Wastewater  funding,  their  ac- 
tion will  place  the  City  in  defiance  of  Federal  and  State  laws.  This 
will  effectively  remove  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  all  control 
and  invites  a  confrontation  with  regulatory  agencies. 

My  district  presently  is  receiving  the  bulk  of  the  burden  for 
this  Wastewater  Program.  Am  I  to  understand  that  the  super- 
visors supporting  this  ballot  issue,  though  their  districts  con- 
tribute their  share  to  our  wastewater  problem,  would  have  my 
district— the  poorest  and  most  neglected  district  in  the  City— bear 
the  full  brunt  of  its  solution? 

I  call  upon  this  Board  to  recognize  that  the  obligation  placed 
upon  us  by  the  Federal  and  State  governments  should  be  equally 
shared  by  all  citizens  and  all  districts  of  San  Francisco. 

District  7  is  not  an  island  unto  itself.  I  call  upon  this  Board 
to  move  ahead  with  the  program  as  scheduled.  Delay  can  only 
increase  the  ultimate  costs  of  construction  that  our  constituents 
will  bear. 

This  is  a  City-wide  problem.  We  had  a  City-wide  vote  in  1976 
where  71%  of  the  voters  elected  to  finance  and  proceed  with  this 
program.  Unfortimately,  now  that  the  westerly  section  is  being 
asked  to  do  its  share,  we  are  being  asked  to  delay  this  matter. 
I  say  no!  I  say  proceed  and  complete  the  program  to  the  benefit 
of  all  San  Francisco.

I  have  been  asked  on  behalf  of  the  San  Mateo  County  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  request  the  support  of  the  San  Franciscx>  Board  of 
Supervisors  on  a  procedural  matter. 

At  its  regular  meeting  of  May  13,  our  Board  was  presented  with 
House  of  Representatives  Bill  #3,  extending  the  Golden  Gate 
National  Recreation  Area  into  San  Mateo  Coimty. 

Our  Board  voted  unanimously  to  amend  the  bill  to  alter  the 
existing  four  party  agreement  governing  the  recreational  ease- 
ment in  the  San  Francisco  Watershed  to  permit  San  Mateo 
County  veto  power  over  future  development  in  these  4,000  acres 
should  San  Francisco  surrender  its  jurisdiction  to  the  National 
Park  Service. 

Our  amendment  was  not  heard  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
which  passed  the  bill  on  May  19.  It  will  now  be  heard  in  the 
United  States  Senate,  the  last  opportunity  for  our  amendment  to 
be  heard  before  the  bill  is  passed. 

We  recognize  that  your  Board  may  disagree  with  the  amend- 
ment's contents.  Your  Board  may  not  wish  to  share  San  Fran- 
cisco's inherent  veto  power  with  San  Mateo  County  and  may  wish 
to  oppose  our  amendment  in  the  Senate.  The  San  Mateo  Board 
of  Supervisors  asks  only  that  you  support  our  right  to  be  heard.
